I ain of the opinion if 
the question of inventing a machine for 
making fire guards was properly placed 
before machinists and made «ufficiently 
interesting, that something might be 
devised to meet the war.ts of the case.” 
All persons living inthe prairie belt 
are agreed of the great damage done by 
prairie tires every year and the amount 
of money spent by railwny con) anies 
in plowing guards which are only 
partiaily successful in the prevention 
of fires.
